Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During the interview, proposed claim amendments were introduced 
by the Applicant. Examiner agreed that Bodgan does not teach the limitation "searching the display, by the processor, 
to identify the parent graphical user interface elements and the sibling graphical user interface elements; collecting 
from the display, by the processor, text labels for the identified parent and sibling graphical user interface elements; 
grouping, by the processor, the user interface elements alphabetically into parent groups and sibling groups based on 
alphanumeric characters contained in the collected text labels for the user interface elements", proposed by the 
Applicant. Examiner also agreed that Byun and Lemly also did not show sufficient evidence towards this limitation .
